If an attempt Is made In the spirt 
indicated by the senator from Missouri (Vest) 
to Institute a iluld system of inspection by 
government officers appointed for the pur- 
pose, atproperplaces, It would have asalulnry 
effect lie (lugalls) could pot believe that 
while the people of Germany and France 
were In need of our meats they were malting 
groundless objections to their Importation. 
All knew the herds of this country were 
afflicted with pleuro-pneumonla and It was 
Impossible to tell by Inspection of tbe 
preserved product whether it came from a 
sound ur diseased animal. If, as claimed, 
there is a well-authenticated case In which 
injury bas resulted from the use of our ex- 
ported meats, Ingalls thought the people of 
foreign countries li«d the right to protect 
themselves. 


Logunst«ted that four jears h»d elapsed 


since the exclusion bepin.aud If lu that period 
we had. not boon able to convince those for- 
eign countries that we were able to send 
sound meats he would Hfce to know how 
many j ears would be nocessari to produce 
that conviction. 


Mcl'hcrson, to show that unfair discrimina- 


tion was made against meats from tho United 
States, cited the case of Great Britain. Cat 
tie reaching British ports from tho United 
States were obliced to bo slaughtered at the 
port of entry and convejed thence as dis- 
eased meat. Tlih applies to all eatllo coming 
from the United btates, whether from in- 
fected or healthy districts, while the same 
Bmrtes of cattle if shipped from a Canadian 
port »ft«r having boon detained perhaps forty- 
eight hours longer on the Journey is allowed 
on reaching Great Britain to bo carried all 
over the United Kingdom- In order to give 
the highest attainable evidence ot health in 
cattle cattlemen lu the United States had tot- 
lowed their animals with successive blls of 
health all the *ay through the United States 
to ports of Gioat fcritatn. but In vain. 
Lo«ro- Why should we hesitate to say to 


the nations while they refuse to take from 
the United States meats perfectly sound, we 
shall refuse to Uke from them adulterated 
wines "id liquors, which do more barm than 


UDM«ney"nought if tbe assertion made by 
Germany and France that the meat is un- 
healthy bo true, their position Is Impregnable. 
If we have a system of official inspection, re- 
ports of our Inspectors a-wertlng soundness of 
meaU would bo something upon which to 
baso retaliatory measures.
